In the past, many m er­ 
chants have just written off 
bad checks as a loss because 
they didn’t have the time or 
personnel to pursue the 
m atter. Taylor said, but this 
new program 
will enable 
them to recover many of 


their losses without taking 
them aw ay from 
current 
businesses. 
“ Of co u rse our prim e 
consideration is to help the 
m e rc h a n ts rec o v er their 
losses,” he said, “but when 
our program is underway, 
the honest citizen who knows 
he is able to pay should have 
less trouble cashing a check 
People who habitually write 
bad checks or who must be 
prosecuted to recover the 
money w ill be put on our list 
and will be unable to cash 
checks with our members. 


Developed* in a planning 
session with mem bers of the

person know about it by sending out 
signals of discomfort. This forms a 
terrific warning system but in the 
case of hypertension or high blood 
pressure it sure fouled up. A person 
can have high blood pressure for 15 
or 20 years before he knows it and 
then it usually shows up In the form 
of a stroke, kidney failure, or a 
heart attack. This is why a physical 
check up every so often is so im ­ 
portant. 
In this country it is estimated 
that one out of every 7 adults which 
is about 33 million people have 
some form of hypertension. Out of 
that number half of 'em don't even 
know they have it and half of the 
ones who do know are not doing 
anything to correct it. Also it is 
estimated that half of the people 
who are treating hypertension are 
just messing around with it. So out j 
of 23 million people only about 3 
million are really taking care of 
themselves. 
Thereason for this is really fairly 
simple and I don't know how many 
times I have heard people with 
mild 
hypertension 
say 
"T h a t 
Doctor is crazy. I go down there 
feeling like a million and he gave 
me these pills that make me fee! so 
draggy'". In a way they are right, 
because 
at 
first 
some 
of 
the 
medicine does make a person feel 
tired. So they just quit taking the 
stuff and seemingly get better. But 
people, the hypertension is still 
there and it is deadly. It either kills 
or contributes to the dealths of 
nearly 2 million people every year. 
They are not real sure what 
causes about 90 percent of the 
hypertension. It is more likely to 
occur 
in older people, but not 
always, obesity increases the risk 
but it is by no means the cause of it. 
Men have a greater tendency to 
develop it before the age of 50 and 
women after they pass 50. The 
black race is much more suscep- 
table and it is their number one 
killer. For every black person who 
dies of sickle-cell disease a hundred 
will die from hypertension.

parent is subjected to cen 
sorship in the office or at the 
plant

enemies would have liked 
above everything else to 
keep the body in the tomb If 
they had stolen it they would 
have produced it on Pen­ 
tecost, if not before, to the 
consternation of the apostles 
who 
preached 
the 
resurrection. Why did they 
not ever produce the body? 
“The second could not be 
true because the tim id, 
fearful disciples who forsook 
him the night of his betrayal 
would 
hardly 
have 
been 
brave enough to face the 
Roman guards at the tomb 
and steal the body of their 
dead leader. Then, also, who 
later did they so readily give 
their lives for a “dead” 
leader? 
“So the third must be tru e : 
He was raised to life by the 
power ol God. Afterward, he 
was seen, heard, and han­ 
dled by a plurality of wit­ 
nesses, on a plurality of 
occasions. (I Cor. 
15:4-8) 
Could so many have been 
m istaken?” 
So, above all, we must 
rejoice in the hope of the life 
of Jesus who died to save, 
yet was raised to give the 
promise of life after death. 
Paul refers to this when he 


terms Jesus as “the first- 
fruits of them that slept " in I

dedicated gambler who may 
have started a new trend in 
small-town religion. 
Finestead, 30, assisting the 
congregation at the Lake 
Lotawana United Methodist 
Church, came up with a 
novel 
Bible lesson 
using 
personal funds to produce an 
ongoing dividend throughout 
the community of 1,200 south 
of Kansas City. 
On Sept. 
15, 
Finestead 
handed out $1,000 of his own 
money to the congregation 
with the challenge to do 
something with the money 
and return the profits to the 
church. 
He said he was attempting 
to illustrate the parable of 
the talents in which a man 
gave three servants money 
as he left for a trip. Two 
returned profits, but one was 
afraid he would lose the 
money, so he buried it. 
“The third servant was 
strongly scolded by his m as­ 
ter,” Finestead said. “The 
parable shows how God’s 
grace should be used, not 
just accepted. I thought the 
best way to demonstrate the 
parable was with money." 
A series of bake sales, 
lawn mowing, music lessons 
and other activities hit the 
com m unity that includes 
affluent 
K ansas 
City 
executives and a mixture of 
mechanics, store owners and 
farm ers. In November, the 
congregation returned more 
than $3,300 to the church. 
Finestead kept his original 
investment, and the rest 
went 
into 
the 
church 
treasury.

hair, said since his

periment the congregation 
added 33 members. People 
also volunteered for church- 
related programs, such as a

visitations with non-church 
goers. 
“I think the experiment 
gave the image that the 
church is where it’s at and 
moving in a good direction,” 
Finestead said. “ People now 
see the church as a winning, 
moving organization. I guess 
I have a hangup with the old 
church stereotype as a losing 
proposition or a drag. 
‘ ‘T h e 
e x p e r i m e n t 
established new faith in our 
church, a faith that is 
desperately needed in most 
churches. People see what 
we do here and figure it must 
be all right, so they better 
join in. Our new pledge cards 
are a 
reflection of 
that 
statem ent." 
Finestead and his wife, 
who have a young son and 
daughter, also discovered on 
their 
lith 
wedding 
anniversary how neighbors 
turn on for them. “They laid 
a th ree-tier anniversary 
cake on us that was bigger 
than our wedding cake,” 
Finestead said. 
Publicity of Finestead’s 
gamble on the honesty and 
sincerity of his congregation 
brought inquiries from other 
churches.

How sorry I do 
feel for you. The Carpet Institute’s recommendation for 
oily spots like hand cream is to remove any excess and then 
apply a noninflammable dry cleaning fluid. Let this dry and 
then repeat use of the solvent if necessary. After drying 
gently brush up the pile. Do not allow anything to saturate 
the carpet’s backing. Test first. 
A big clean blotter could be held over the spots on the 
wallpaper, press over this with a hot iron but do not touch 
the wallpaper with the iron. Hopefully the grease will be 
soaked up into the blotter. Fuller’s earth or another absor­ 
bing powder also might be applied to such spots. 
Betty, my right-hand helper, had spots on her carpet that 
resisted many cures until she sprayed them with that laun­ 
dry product one uses on spots and stains before putting 
clothes in the wash. This was left on a couple of minutes, 
rinsed out well and the carpet allowed to dry She says the 
results are the best she has had.
